Hon.  Sir  :  The  accompanying  report  has  been  read  and  ap- 
proved, and  formally  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
Kentucky  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  as  their 
regular  annual  report  to  you  and  the  General  Assembly.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Kentucky  Institution  for 
the  Education  of  the  Blind  : 

Gentlemen  :.  The  most  important  event  in  the  history  of  the 
Institution  for  the  past  year  was  the  death,  upon  May  14th, 
of  the  esteemed  treasurer  of  the  Institution,  John  G.  Barret. 

Immediately  upon  the  knowledge  of  this  event,  the  Board  of 
Visitors  of  the  Kentucky  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the 
Blind,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind  held  a  joint  meeting  and  took  the  follow- 
ing action  : 

"  Whereas,  Mr.  John  G.  Barret  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  and  its  treasurer 
since  1861,  and  was  the  treasurer  of  the  Kentucky  Institution 
for  the  Education  of  the  Blind  from  1804,  and  a  trustee  of  that 
Institution  for  many  years  ;  therefore,  be  it 

'•'Besolved,  That  in  his  death  the  blind  of  this  State  have  lost 
one  of  their  best  friends,  and  the  boards  of  the  two  Institutions 
for  the  blind  a  faithful  officer  and  an  honored  associate. 

"That  in  his  long  and  faithful  services  to  the  interests  of 
these  Institutions,  carrying  as  he  did  for  many  years  a  large 
annual  deficit  with  no  pecuniary  compensation,  he  exemplified 
a  broad  generosity,  the  memory  of  which  we  will  ever  cherish. 

"That  in  every  plan  for  the  furtherance  of  the  good  of  the 
blind,  we  always  found  in  him,  up  to  his  last  illness,  an  active 
co-operator,  a  wise  counsellor,  and  a  true  friend. 

"That  we  deplore  his  loss  as  that  of  a  good  citizen,  an  up- 
right officer,  a  warm-hearted  and  genial  associate,  and  a  saga- 
cious, able  and  noble  man. 

"That  we  tender  to  his  afflicted  family  our  profound  sym- 
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pathy-  -and  that,  as  a  mark  of  respect  to  his  memory,  we  will 
attend  his  funeral  in  a  body." 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
Kentucky  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  Mr.  Wm. 
S.  Parker,  cashier  of  the  Louisville  City  National  Bank,  was 
elected  treasurer.

By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  approved  May  4,  1888,  the 
sum  of  sixty-live  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  renovating  our  old  system  of  steam-heating,  and  for 
building  a  stone  and  iron  fence  in  front  of  the  ground  belonging 
to  the  State.  The  entire  work  has  been  completed  at  an  ex- 
pense—

leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $11.48  uncalled  for  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth. 
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The  Board  of  Visitors  during  the  year  have  ordered  and 
supervised  extensive  repairs  in  the  main  building  ;  having  had 
new  floors  laid  and  varnished  in  the  children's  dormitories,  all 
the  walls  of  these  rooms  painted  and  the  ceilings  whitened  ;  and 
have  caused  the  girls'  lavatory  to  be  entirely  renovated  in  a 
similar  manner,  with  the  addition  of  neat  and  durable  fixtures. 

All  of  these  improvements  have  been  secured  without  going 
outside  of  the  regular  resources  of  the  Institution,  and  have 
increased  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  pupils.  They 
have  made  it  more  easy  to  keep  the  building  clean,  and  must 
inure  to  the  better  health  of  all  of  the  inmates. 

The  regular  work  of  the  school  during  the  past  year  has  gone 
on  with  its  usual  efficiency  ;  due,  doubtless,  to  the  spirit  of 
harmonious  co-operation  that  has  animated  all  engaged  in  the 
important  work.

REPORT   OF   KENTUCKY  INSTITDTION 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 


In  respect  to  the  forms  to  go  through  to  secure  the  admission 
of  a  child  to  the  Kentucky  Institute  for  the  Blind,  it  is  only 
required  that  the  child  be  of  so  defective  vison  as  to  be  unable 
to  get  an  education  in  the  ordinary  schools  ;  that  it  be  of  good 
health  and  sound  mind,  and  within  the  ages  of  six  and  eigh- 
teen ;  for  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  Institution  is  neither 
a  hospital  nor  an  asylum.  If  the  child  is  destitute,  the  fact 
should  be  so  certified  by  the  County  Judge,  and,  in  that  case, 
clothing  will  be  provided. 

The  school  session  begins  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Sep- 
tember, and  closes  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  June.  Pupils 
will  be  admitted  at  any  time,  but  they  are  much  benefited  by 
beginning  promptly  at  the  first  of  the  session. 

If  fuller  information  is  desired,  it  may  be  had  from  the  Su- 
perintendent, or  from  any  of  the  Trustees,  who  will  cheerfully 
correspond  with  any  person  wishing  to  place  a  blind  child  in 
the  Institution.
